Work of repairing the floors, a 


large chimney in the rear, the re- 
placing of window frames 
and 


casings and other minor renova- 
tions were begun several days ago 
by Casper C. Gander, general con- 
tractor of Albany, who has a rep- 
utation for effective rcsoration of 
historic buildings. 


Window frames have already 


been replaced in .the ancient struc- 
ture which once housed the first 
Senate of New York state, and 
some of the flooring has been re- 
moved. The staircases, walls and 
ceilings will also be reconditioned. 


Built in 1(376, the building is 


said by Historian Jrtarius Schoon- 
makcr to be the oldest public 
building in the nation. 
Its in- 


terior was damaged when the 
British attempted 
to' burn out 


Kingston in 1777, and it: was re- 
stored for use several years later. 


Closed In 1047 


The building was closed Aug. 
18. 1947, with the hope that the 
work would get started in Sep- 
tember of that year, but: the proj- 
ect. WIIH delayed at. Hint lime. 
The 


Krotind lloor was opened lo the 
public in June, but wns closed 
again prior to the start of the 
renovations. 
A furnace was in- 


stalled as the first step about six 
weeks ago. 


The general contractor started 
work about two weeks ago, and 
it is not: known nt: this time when 
the renovations will be completed 
und the building ready for reopen- 
ing. 


The contractor 
recently com- 


pleted restoration of the Schuylcr 
mansion at Albany, nnd has done 
work on many similar buildings. 
Electrical work is being done by 
George Martin & Son of Albany. 


Only small sections of the floor- 


ing will be removed, 'and none'of 
the original character of the build- 
ing will be lost in its recondition- 
ing. Most of the large floor boards 
which were common in the era of 
the Senate House will be left in 
place, workmen said. 
They will 


be replaced only where they are 
dangerously .weakened.

He was talking about Mr. Tru- 


man's refusal to furnish congres- 
sional committees with reports on 
the loyalty checks of government 
employes. The President a week 
ago called the inquiry a "red her- 
ring" designed to divert atten- 
tion from lack of action on high 
prices at the extra session, 
Mr. Truman repeated the com- 


ment at his news conference yes- 
terday. And he added they were 
red herrings of the strongest type 
you can smell.

answer period by Frederic Snyder, 
local traveler and lecturer, Who 
said that a single automobile 
represents materials from more 
than 50 countries. 


The speaker held that the na^ 


tion should carry on with a "nat- 
ural exchange of goods," such as 
coffee, arid materials which repre- 
sent a mutual trade benefit, but 
should not allow manufactured ar- 
ticles to be "dumped here at any 
price." 


An example of this, he said, .was 


one he found through 
an in- 


vestigation in Switzerland several 
years ago. The shoes were being

Disregard Politicians 


The nation does not "want that 


kind of international trade," he 
charged, and "we cannot destroy 
our own system to satisfy poli- 
ticians like Henry- Wallace and 
others, who want us to trade with 
the world" at any cost. 


Help to other nations to fight 


Communism, he said, 
virtually 


means also that they buy from us 
with our own borrowed money, 
and he held that we lose in trad- 
ing with countries economically 
unsound. 


We "cannot trade, side by side 


with countries like Russia," he 
declared, and he held that "we 
are in a false position," when we 
send money to England while that 
nation continues a program to na- 
tionalize industry, and while we nt 
Iho same time try lo K«VO the 
capitalistic system as It is known 
today. 


All of the "isms" he said lead 


to the same destruction of liberty 
and individualism, and he said he

As the sordid story of Soviet spying un- 


folded before congressional committees, the 
customary outcry of protest was heard. The 
committees were accused of sensationalism, 
partisan politics, smearing, unfairness. 


Naturally, the first clamor came from 


those accused of .selling out this country to 
Moscow. These had to talk fast to get ahead 
of the Communist Party, fellow travelers 
and party liners—who, in turn, had their 
heels trod on by the professional liberals. 


It would be easy to dismiss protests on the 


basis that a stuck pig always squeals. But 
that wouldn't be the whole story. There Have 
been indignant protests also from highly re 
putable anti-Communists, including some 
whose eyes are wide open, who realize that 
there Is a very dangerous fire under all this 
smoke. 


We are in no position to judge any individ- 


ual accused by Miss Bentlcy, Mr. Chambers, 
Mr. Budenz or other ex-Communist wit- 
nesses. However, without putting the finger 
on any Individual we have no slightest doubt 
that their stories, overall, are truthful and 
correct. 


There was a Soviet spy ring in Canada. 


It would be silly to imagine that there was 
none in this country. Over all, the Bcntley 
Chambers-Budenz story rings true. William 
W. Remington admits giving to Miss Bentley 
—assuming her to be a reporter, but with 
unforgivable indiscretion—super-secret in- 
formation about our atomic project. Silver- 
master testifies that Presidential Aide Lauch- 
lin Currie helped him stay in .key security 
posts after Naval Intelligence and the Civil 
Service had decided he was probably an 
OGPU agent. 


This does not necessarily brand either 


Remington or Currie as a Communist or as 
a Soviet agent. It leaven the possibility that 
they were, nevertheless, dupes. In either, case 
it demands thorough Inquiry, followed by 
precautions to see that such persons are not 
given future opportunities to sell us out, de 
liberately or by stupidity. 


When Canada found an espionage ring at 


work a commission of eminent respectability 
was appointed. It was not hampered by the 
apron strings of court procedure, and could 
go after the truth. But it worked in secret, 
so that no man or woman was branded until 
the commission was convinced of his or her 
guilt. 


Whittling, that old American custom, Is 


coining into its own. Peoria, 111., has estab- 
lished a recreation center where people who 
like to make things can whittle, carve or 
otherwise create hand products. About 500 
participate now and are having a beautiful 
time. Seems Peoria has whittled out a good 
idea. 


ITALY IN AFRICA 


"Not on any account." So the Inhabitants 


of Libya say when asked if they would be 
willing to have another experience of Italian 
rule. A four-power commission of'the United 
States. Great Britain, France and Russia has 
just rendered reports, each to Its own gov- 
ernment, agreeing on that. Some would like 
Independence, some a trusteeship either of 
Great Britain or of the United Nations. 


Italy had but few colonies, and those were 


regions of meager possibilities. Add to that 
Italy's own poverty, and it is easy to see 
why the Italian areas in North Africa have 
remained largely undeveloped. And the Ital- 
ians, despite their great talents, have had so 
much difficulty In getting a tolerable govern- 
ment of their own that It Is easy to under- 
stand why their colonial experiment has on 
the whole failed.

Italy will have plently of house-cleaning to 
do at home, and will not miss her former 
colonies.

SMALL BUSINESS 


During the whole period of the New Deal small 


business has been encouraged to believe that it has 
had the support of the Administration vis-a-vis big 
business. Whenever »the opportunity offered, big 
business was slapped down in public, but there is 
no evidence (hut It was ever lessened In its power 
to compute with small business or even to absorb 
It. Actually the facts would substantiate the postu- 
late that that branch of the New Deal which 
WHS socialistic favored the biggest businesses HS 
RonctMilnilions which could, at the right lime, be 
lukrtt over nioHl readily. 
This Is not a discussion of the relative merits of 


big or small business nor of the virtues of govern- 
ment policy that favors one position or another. It 
i* a simple statement of fact that both the Roose- 
velt and Truman Administrations have given the 
public to believe that they favored small business 
in preference to big. 
Now comes the Federal Trade Commission, sup- 
ported by the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and hits down some small businesses to the advan- 
tage of big business in the matter of the basing 
point, Maybe the Supreme Court had to decide this 
matter as it did, although Mr. Justice 'Burton 
thought otherwise, but it had beep the Federal 
Trade Commission that labored for years to abolish 
the basing point and which gained its point. 


So, it works out more favorably for the large 


companies that have more than one plant than 
for the small businesses that are limited to one 
plant. In a word, the Federal Trade Commission's 
efforts arc anti-small business while intending per- 
haps to be anti-big business. They seek to Increase 
competition, but does if? 
I know of a linn situated In upper New York 
State which operates only one plant. It used tb buy 
its steel in Buffalo at a price that included cost of 
transportation from anywhere. Now it is required 
to buy steel In Cleveland, Pittsburgh and Detroit 
plus ihe cost of transportation. Its price is becom- 
ing non-competitive, that is, their cost of steel plus 
transportation is higher than that of companies 
making the same product in Pennsylvania. 
Another company, important in the war effort, 


has been planning to decentralize for reasons of 
security. It planned to put plants in Tcjfils and 
Missouri. Because of the FTC decision with regard 
to the basing point, the products of this company 
out of the Texas and Missouri plants would be nbn- 
compctitlvc with its principal competitor, who has 
a plant In Chicago. Here the decision conflicts 
with the obvious need for decentralization on ac- 
count of a prospective war. 
A company with plants scattered all over the 


country In certain circumstances, is favored by 
this .decision. However, it would have to be an 
enormous business to have, enough plants in the 
right places. It would have to be a flexible and 
tremendously capitalized business to be able to 
meet all the changes inherent in the FTC decision. 


And what happens to standard brands? Take 


for Instance a bar of chocolate. Hershey's is made 
In one place, Hershcy, Pa. It is sold all over the 
United States at the same price. It is a standard 
product at a standard price. Now under the basing 
point decision of the FTC and the Supreme Court, 
the manufacturing company will-either have to sell 
to the buyer f.o.b. Hershey, Pa., which will mean 
a varying price in different parts of the country, 
or the manufacturer will have to establish plants 
In different parts of the country. 
The same is true of every standard brand on 
the market. If these companies could sell at a 
uniform average price through the United States, 
why should they now be required to see the pro- 
ducts sell at varying prices and sometimes at non- 
competitive prices In markets where they once did 
good business? 
How this helps small, business or keeps prices 
down, It is difficult to see unless by small business 
the FTC means the incompetent, the inefficient, 
thos* needing subsidies or the presently non-ex- 
istent businesses that will be brought into being 
on a fly-by-night basis to take advantage of a 
government-promoted confusion.

of the mind as well as we can the body. Thus, in an 
aging man we can see the slower walk, the stoop- 
ing shoulders, Hagging abdomen, and willingness to 
»lt down whenever possible. With (ho mind, aging 
can come earlier or later than with the body; but 
the beginning of aging is slight loss of memory and 
lack of Interest In everyday affairs. 


Cun aging be postponed? 
Dr. Crampton suggests that, in addition to the 
yearly visits to the family physician and dentist, the 
aging man .and woman should make a yearly visit 
to 'the specialist- whose work consists of not only 
treating the elderly but in preventing aging taking 
place too rapidly. He i.s called n geriatrician.

It steins, 
of course, from President Truman, 
who is so steeped in politics these 
days that he says the committee 
hearings are just a "red herring" 
| to divert attention from the al- 
| leged failures of Congress to deal 
with other issues. But Mr. Tru- 
man did not tell the people that 
the inquiry has been.in process 
for several months—long before 
the special session was called— 
and that the quarrel over getting 
Communists out of the executive 
agencies of the government has 
been going on for at least two 
years under the prodding of con- 
gressional committees which have 
performed a valuable service in 
exposing loose methods of secur- 
ity. 


The identity of several of those 


employes 6f the government who 
have been forced to resign in re- 
cent months has not been re- 
vealed but the administration ad- 
mits it has eliminated seme for 
disloyalty reasons.. 


It is curious that some of th* 
perspps who are suspected of dis- 
loyalty hesitate to answer con- 
gressional committee questioning 
as to whether they have been 
members of the Communist party. 
Taking refuge behind the claim of 
immunity has created an even 
more suspicious attitude among 
members of Congress concerning 
some of those persons named in 
the hearings as having furnished 
information to Miss Bentley, a 
self-confessed spy.

her from the farm.
